by constituted authority. 
They also fairly In­ 
dicate the dom inant tone of sentim ent in the 
leaders ol the successful party on m any topics, 
which will en te r largely Into the worX of the n ex t 
congress.

FEENANDO WOOD. 


This gentlem an, nom inated In dem ocratic cau­ 
cus some tim e since for BpeaXer of the House of 
R epresentatives, and now again spoken of for 
th a t em inent position in tho n ex t House, was 
visited yesterday by a H erald reporter. The dls- 
ttngnlshed dem ocrat, who lor m any years held 
first place in our local politics as a leader; was 
found a t his office In Nassau street. The snow 
w hite hair and m ustache, strongly m arked fea­ 
tures, tall, dignified presence and intellectual 
eyes, point out Mr. Wood as one of the rem ark­ 
able m en of the day. A lter the fatigues of a hard 
canvass he looks the personification of health and 
vigor. Years do n o t seem to tell upon him. 
The rep o rter en tered Im m ediately upon the busi­ 
ness of his visit, asking Mr. Wood’s views relative 
to the recen t poutlcal revolution, public affairs 
generally and prospects lor the futaie. 
Mr. Wood rem arked th a t the result of the elec­ 
tions Jnst held proved th at the American people 
had resolved upon a change of adm lnlstratlou 
There w as a general discontent. The republican 
p arty bad been thoroughly tried and bad shown 
tta incapacity or nnwilim gnees to restore national 
tranquility, unity and prosperity. He did not 
look upon those victories as m ere parilsan vic­ 
tories—nor should they be so considered by demo­ 
crats. While It was tru e th at tue dem ocratic 
p arty wonld succeed to pow er In conseqnence. In 
th e national governm ent, y et It should n o t be for­ 
g otten th at the proper unification of p ast political 
oppositions had largely contributed to the rcsalt. 
The dem ocrats, therefore, should use their pow er 
w ith sole reference to the g eneral welfare, and 
«0 conduct th eir m ovem ents as to secure perm a­ 
nently the large accession of stren g th ju st ob­ 
tained. The tallare of th e republican party was 
very m nch owing to the cu rren t of an opposition 
nnd com prehension of the grcktness and necessi­ 
ties of th e country. 
Instead of inaugurating and 
executing a broad policy tor the restoration of the 
national m d usm es and the development ot our 
g re a t resources, tne repubUcan party nad thought 
Ol nothing b at to stren g th en Its p artu a n power. 
Ita S outhern policy w as conceived in this sp irit; 
Its ftnanclal policy, so generally ruinous, was 
eatabiished for no o ther purpose; Its statea- 
m ansnip 
did 
n o t 
rise 
higher 
than 
this 
plane, lalllng far short of th at com prehensive and 
p atrio tic stan d ard which m arked the course of 
tnose Who preceded It In the governm ent. It will 
be tne atm of the dem ocratic party to do every­ 
th in g to remedy those defects by giving p er­ 
m anency and conservausm to every in terest, to 
restore trad e and commerce, to reduce u x atlo n , 
to repeal law s hostile to the grow th of our in stitu ­ 
tions, like the gag law and others; to give the peo­ 
ple of the South and every other section an oppor­ 
tu n ity to govern them selves w ithout m ilitary in- 
terieren ce and to prom ote tbe general welfare of 
th e whole people. There could be no doubt th at 
w e w ere now about to en te r upon a new era in 
ou r national history, which would be m ore bril­ 
lian t and beneilcent than any th at had preceded It. 
Mr. Wood continued tbus to expatiate eloquently 
opoQ the leading public qnestions of the hour. 
He caUed atten tio n to tbe laci th at several m ontbs 
ago in one oi hfs speeches he precisely prophesied 
th e results of Tuesday’s contest. 
He also pointed 
o a t e x tracts from a speech delivered In tbe House 
o f R epresentatives in March last, where he had 
w arned the republican party of its errors and de­ 
nounced Its corruptions. The system of an nn- 
nocessary increase of p atronage by tbe Execntlve 
w as a m ain point Of issue. 
To-day tbe average 
civil list 01 the United State» com prehended a 
larg er num ber ofpersons for like purposes tnan th at 
em ployed by Germany, France and Eugland put 
together. In isai. according to the “Biennia: Reg­ 
iste r,” tnere were 40,048 employés borne upon the 
civil list of the United States, while in 1873 there 
w ere 80,soo, and this did not specify the entire 
num ber. Did this not call lor change und retreucli- 
m eut ? Then as to expenditures, Mr. Wood al­ 
luded to the sum mary ot figures on expenditures 
In tne public aepartrnents, contrasted m the years 
1888 and 1873, as lollow s:-.

He was n o t a aw n of m ercantue e x ­ 
perience. and was exceedingly anxious to be 
instracied by tbe intelliceat m prcbants of his dls- 
trlct IS to all m atters eoaeem lng their in tere su . 
In conclndlDg the conversation Mr. Willis ex ­ 
pressed himself Mtronjrly against tne Idea of a 
th ird 
term , 
o r 
even 
a 
second 
term , 
and again stlgm attaed tb e “Press 
gag law .” 
He felt confident th a t the agitation of those 
two issnes brought o u t tbe strongest opposlUon 
to tbe republican party. The m nepenoent press 
had accom plished trem endous worx in the cam ­ 
paign. and Us sledge ham m er blows had sh attered 
the gates of corruption and let in the light of 
honest in d ig n atio n .________

To this exhibit oi tne rorrnptious and ex trav a­ 
gance or the party in power the consequent oppo- 
Mitlon of tbe people m ight plaiuty be traced. 
Mr. Wood was qucsuoned os to the probable 
m ajority in the n ex t Congress. He rem arked th at 
be was under the im pression tt would not be more 
tn an fifteen or sixteen. As to the Speakership, he 
w as not prepared to de.slgnate his choice; but one 
th in g he was prepared to suy, th at statesm anship, 
an d n o t partisanship, would rule tne n ex t House

cently elected mem bers, and they were all men of 
th e highest respectability and culture. 


No m ore capable gentlem an,

He brings to 
bear on tbe g reat questions of the day the liberal 
culture Of a m an of observation, whose sphere has 
been th e woole world. Besides being a m an of 
large m eans, he has travelled nearly all over tbe 
globe, and bus studied the varied system s of gov­ 
ernm ent in o rd er to improve the legislation, of the 
United S tates. He was the choice of tbe Tam m any 
Hall dem ocrats, tbe liberal repabllcans and of tb e 
O ttendorler organization. 
In ao interview w ith a H e r a l d representative 
General Elijah W ard m ade the following sta te ­ 
m ents in answ er to questions:— 
“ I did not seek the nom ination for the office to 
Which I have been elected. The office sought me. 
1 was at my country seat a t Roslyn, L. L, when I 
received the intelligence th at I was selected by 
tue C om m ittee of Conference as their district 
candidate. On the 26th of October—only one week 
from election day—I was lormaliy nom inated, l 
m ade but one speech a t a ratification meeting, 
and th at was a t Jefferson M arket. My irien ls 
sustained me nouiy. As to the canses which have 
led to this m ighty political revolntlon, among tbe 
m ost grave I m ust m ention 
THE OORE o r THB THIRD TERM. 
"The people always regarded the precedents set 
by the fathers of tbe Repnblio as conclusive on 
this subject. The bounds onca overleaped oi two 
term s, why n o t lour, five, six term s—even a life­ 
time? I think the country prefers a President for 
one term , so th a t he cannot intrigue w ith patron­ 
age tor a long lease of his high office, bni give his 
tim e exclnslvely to public duties. Tbe H e r a l d ’s 
suggestion of tho g re at quesUon undoubtedly 
operated on the mind of tbe President, so th at he 
came to beileve th a t th e exercise of the m ilitary 
pow er in the South would present a cause to the 
country lor nls continuance In office. The recent 
elections have, how ever, 


a im e d a d e a th blow 
a t snch am bition. If It was ever entertained. 
Another cause of tho late victories lies, I think, in 
the financial burdens under which the people are 
staggering. It is the history of aU panics, th at In 
elecuons succeeding them the governm ent ad­ 
m inistration la changed by the people, and cer-

continued shifting from inflation to contraction, 
whlcn caused w ant ot influence, paralyzed trade 
and brought di»tieas upon the country. These, 
rem arked Mr. TfViihs, arc am ong the m anv cauacs 
for. the poliilottl revolution we have lately wit- 
nessed. 
Then the people opposed the oriroea 
againat Louisiana and other .southern S tates—the 
stam ping out ol S tate governm ents and the snb- 
lecting of the people to carpet bag rule.

**Por God and the KHurl” Qaa beea the c r y 
raised for these lorty years la the north of Spain. 
Since the year 1833. when the death of Ferdinand 
Vll. served as the signal for the outbreaK of the 
partisan s oí Don Carlos, the King’s brother, and 
th e first In the list of claim ants of th at nam e to 
th e Spanish tnrone, the bloody rom ance of Carilsm 
h a s periodically played a prom inent p a rt on the 
political stage In that conn try. 
The birth o l the ex-l^ueen Isabella, on October 
10, 1830, was the apparently tn ain g prologue to 
th e dram a of war which has already lasted forty 
years, with occasional intervals of peace, and 
which promises to oontlnue indeflnltely, noless, 
Indeed, some casaal Don Carlos shall finally suo- 
ceed In the future In reaching the throne and 
establishing bis dynasty th ere lor all tim e, or th at 
th a t branch of the Spanish Bourbons shall have 
beoome extinct In the male line. 
rn e story of the successive C arllst risings Is full 
of romance—not only the rom ance of the conflict 
of arms, bn¿ the rom ance of long and p ersisten t 
devotion on the p art ol the C arllsts to their m otto, 
"P ot Dios, P atria y Reyi" and the rom ance of 
personal perils undergone by flood and field by 
«ach successive Don Carlos In his efforts to malte 
good his claims to the throne. 
The w anderings of Prince Charles Edw ard in the 
Scottish Highlands, alter the fatal battle of Cul- 
loden, would serve as a te x t lor a description of 
Sim ilar w anderings ol the Carllst p reten d ers; and 
the village annals 
of the 
Basque provinces, 
w herein has always lain the chief stren g th of the 
canse, ana w here m ost of the battles have been 
iought, are full ol m em ories of ibo C arlist wars. 
The first Don Carlos, tho grandfather of the pres- 
ena pretender, was born In 1788. 
He was the sec­ 
ond son of Carlos IV., King o( Spain, who reigned 
from 1780 to 1808. Ho shared in the exile and mis­ 
fortune of his family In consequence of the occupa­ 
tion of Spain by Napoleon, and when tho over­ 
throw of th a t conqueror in 18 u restored to bis 
elder brother Perdluand the throne ol whicn he 
had been despoiled ne w ent back to Madrid. Up 
to the m arriage, In 1820, of King Feralnand to 
M arla C hristina, of Naples, his fourth wife, a b aña­ 
d m e . am bitious and m trlgnlug woman, m uch 
yonnger than her husband, the succession of Don 
Carlos to the throne had seemed unim paired. Ferd­ 
inand had bad no children by lits former m arriages, 
and In the contingency ol his dying w ithout male 
issue Don Carlos, under the Spanish law of suc­ 
cession, would have ascended the throne. Soon 
afte r the King’s m arriage with M aiia Christina, 
however, the fact having become ap p aren t th at 
th e union would n o t be w ithout issue, the am bi­ 
tion of the Queen dictated to the weak and infirm 
King a baneiul policy, which was destined to en­ 
tail upon Spain untold horrors. The Salic law of 
Philip V., proclaimed in 1713, m ade the succession 
to the throne ineUglole to female heirs ot the 
sovereign, and this law Ferdinand, at the in stig a­ 
tion of M aria C hristina, was Induced to annul. By 
w hat is called the pragm atic sanction of March 
20, 1820, It was decreed th at the child of the Queen, 
Irrespective of its sex, should succeed to the 
th ro n e on the death of Ferdinand. When this 
decree was m ade pabllc’ the nation was seized 
w ith anxious lears. The birth of a son would have 
given Don Canos no reason to com plain, since in 
the succession of a male heir no Iniraction of the 
old Uallc law of the Kingdom would have occurred; 
b u t in the contingency th at a d aughter should be 
born It was felt tU roushout sp alu th at Don Carlos 
and nis m ends would reso rt to arm s to deiend tho 
succession which, under the only law th at they 
recognized, and which was sanctioned by the 
usage of a century, should be his. 
On October 10, 1820, the doubt was ended. Isa­ 
bella w as born and the voice of the oracles had 
Spoken for w ar. Divided by bitterly hostile fac­ 
tions Spain uneasily aw aited the result. 
The 
Oarllst party com prised the absoluUsts of the King­ 
dom, together with the clergy; the supporters of 
Queeu M aria C hristina, who really wielded the 
sceptre of Spain, were the m oderates and liberals. 
The Queen’s party halted the birth of Isabella with 
|oy. The Carlista, on the contrary, not only pro­ 
tested vigorously against the lulfllm ent of the 
pragm atic sanction a.s unjust to iheir chief, but 
they w ent further. They declared the tn ian t Isa­ 
bella to be Illegitim ate, charging tu at she was not 
tbe daughter of Ferdinand, but the cffspring of an 
am our of the Queen’s. 
Ferdluaud, 
becoming 
alarm ed a t the troubles th at prevailed, was in- 
ducea by irlends of Don Carlos, during an Illness 
irom Which he suffered, to abrogate his decree and 
to restore the law of Philip V.; but agaiu the in­ 
fluence ol the Queen prevailed, and lor the second 
tim e he proclaimed the pragm atic sanction, and 
declared Isabella his successor. 
in consequence of the known determ ination of 
Don Carlos to proceed to war to m aintain his 
claim s to the throne in tne event of the death of 
th e King w ithont a m ale nelr, the Intrigues of the 
tiu een ’s party were HO directed against him that 
be and many of his m ost infiuential partisans were 
banuhed irom C o u rt Dou Carlos look up uus resi­ 
dence m Portugal, and be was in th at country 
When the news of the King’s death, which oc­ 
curred in Septem ber, 1833, reached him. After tne 
death oi Ferdinand nls daughter was proclaimed 
Queen, under the title - or Isabella II, and Marla 
C hristina was declared Regent to govern during 
h er m inority. 
Everything tavored the Christinos, 
as the Queen-Regent’s party was called, and fate 
seem ed to irown on Don carlos, whose preten­ 
sions received only the weak recognition ol the 
Fope and some oi the Bourbon sovereigns ol Italy. 
B a to n me otner hand the Christinos possessed 
th e army, navy and treasury, while Isabella’s su o 
ccsslun was recognized by the courts oi England, 
F rance and Portugal. 
in e first Carllst war was now on the eve of 
com m encem ent. 
With

hope of 
rallying 
bis partisans

Don 
Carlos, 
sccom pauied oy 
200 followers, crossed 
irom 
P oriuaal into Spam, 
news 
having 
reached 
him ot A rtsing oi his friends in several ol the 
provinces. But tue hope m at had inspired him 
proved visionary, and ne wa.s driven back into 
F oriugal, With bis wile, a princess of the royal 
bouse or Portugal, and several of 
his 
most 
devoted friends, he wandered about, a lugitive, 
undergoing many bard experiences and con­ 
stantly pursued by tbe Cbristlnoa, who often 
seem ed on the point ol capturing him. On one oc­ 
casion he and hia escort were followed so hotly 
th a t all his luggage fell into the hands of the 
pursuers end be and his party escaped with only 
th e d o m es they wore. At another time, alter a 
long day’s Journey, footsore and weary, mey 
took refuge on a small u arm , and while the 
preten d er and his male codlpanions e|ppt on the 
ground, m e scanty supper was prepared bv the 
royal laaies. 
The m tervcntlon of the British 
M inister finally induced the Christinos to aban­ 
don the chase of the fugitive prince, and Don 
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C anos was enabled to make his way to Engl 
It v a s In June, 1834, th at be set toot on Br 
ish 
sou, and while in Eondon he rejected with Indig­ 
nation Lord Palm erston's proposition to him to 
forsake his pretensions to tbe Spanish throne 
and accept a pension from the governm ent of the 
Itcgsocy. 
in tbe m eantim e the 
robust, strong-lim bed 
m ountaineers of m e Baaane provinces, aided by 
the expressed determ ination of the Queen’s party 
to deprive them ol m eir tim e honored Pteros, or 
free constituuons, which had been granted them 
centuries beiore by m e old Spanish kings, es- 
pouseti the cause of Don Carlos, which they m ain­ 
tained under the com m and of Zum alacarregul, a 
cbiettain wnose m ilitary m erits and snccess were 
so noteworthy th at the Duke of WeUington pro­ 
nounced him ‘-one of the greatest capralni of the 
age.'* These provinces, sltiiaied among the Pyr- 
eneas, and com prising Upper Navarre. Biscay. 
Guipúzcoa and Aiava. have ever jealously guarded 
th eir liberties from the enc-. ouchm ents of Madrid. 
Tne Basque peasantry are a singular race, proud 
of their history, the men bravo and strong and the 
wom en of unusual beauty and grace, devoted 
catholics ID m eir religions faith and extrem ely 
o b ed ien tto their spiritual directors, while tneir 
Diode of llie is of the most prim itive and sim ple 
kind.

moreover tbe Basques who once, 
when one 
or 
th eir p ronnees 
was 
m vaded 
by the Romans under Meteilua, offered a savage 
but heroic exam ple of vulliry and civic patriotism 
at m e expense of natural afieciious. When starva- 
ttoQ threatened them .they slew tbelr wives and chil­ 
dren, partly to prevent their tailing Into the bands 
ot tbe enemy and partly in order, by leeulng on 
them, to prolong their own existence 
keep tbe invaders a t bay. 
Tbe 
Carlista, under Zum alacarregul, suffered 
from tbe luck of arm*, but with the courageous 
use of their m ost Im porM nt offensive weapons, 
tb e bayonet and the pike, they more than equal­ 
ized in m any fierce com bats the disproportion 
th at existed betw een them and tbe Cbnatinos in 
thisrespecL 
Fam iliar with all tho passes and 
re trea ts ol tbeir m onntains, tbelr plan oi cam- 
n was to swoop down on m e O 'irutlnoa, in- 
w hai dam age they could and then retire to 
the security oi tbelr defiles, inaccessible to the 
enemy. At the earnest solicitation oi Zumaia- 
carregul Don carlos determ ined to leave London 
and Join hts partisans in Bpaln. But the diihcal- 
ties th at lay In m e way were many. 
Uls move­ 
m ents were closely watched by m e anthoritiea of 
th e three 
Powers—Great Britain. France and 
Portugal, which had formed a quadruple alliance 
w ith Spain to keep him out of th a t kingdom and 
to protect tbe rights of the young Queen Isabella. 
Fortune favored dim, however, and be and a 
friend, travelling disguised and under m e names 
of señorea sorez and sabot, succeediug in reacn- 
ing

be encountered Louis Philippe, his cousin. To 
m e prince’s respectful salute Louts Pbilippe made 
no response; and w hether because of the excel­ 
lence ol bis disguise or because of preoccupation, 
tbe King oi m e t'rench lalied to recognize him. 
Noticing m is Don Carlos laughingly observed to 
bis com nanion m a t bis worm y cousin of urleana 
little suspected th at he was passing tbrougii lils 
dom inions w ithout hia permission and was p re­ 
paring to rend w ith his sword lila treaty ot m e 
quadruple alliance. 
Dou Carlos finaUj reached the Basque provinces 
an d was received with joy by his followers. Un­ 
familiar. however, w ith m ilitary affairs and having 
lliile taste lor the practices ol war. he was soon 
sni rounded by a throng of ecclesiastics and civil­ 
ians whose Ignorant counsels seriousiy ham pered 
m e m ovem euts of Zum alacarregai, 
Altiiough 
th at general spread terro r In Madrid by lus bril­ 
liant victories in m e North, m e cam paign became 
fiercer and the Christinos more im iioriunato when 
It was known am ong them that Don Car.os was 
in m e provinces. 
The com m andcr-in-caief of 
tu e naifonal forces. General Uodil, was th e sam e 
officer Who nad nrevtouslj led the pursuit of Don 
Carlos in Portugal. The war soon assum ed savage 
and 
sanguiuarv 
characteristics. 
Unheard of 
atrocities m arked the couillct un both sides, the 
C ariists returning with added bloouv interest the 
cruelties neaped upon tne Basque peasantry by 
llodU’s soldiers. 
Prisoners captured on either 
side were a t once shot, and every iiorror known 
to civil w ar aided to devastate the country. 
The experleuces of Don Carlos In tbe north of 
Spain were not unlike mose th at he bad known in 
Portngau More th an once was his life saved, or 
was he preserved from capture, by strategy or oy 
the devotion of his followers. But finally the pro­ 
logue to the overthrow of the p retender’s hopes 
occurred in th e death of the valiant Zum alacar­ 
regai, Who, m ortally wounded beiore 
Bilbao, 
in 
Biscay, 
died 
on 
June 
23, 
1836, 
a 
few 
days after. 
The flnisning stroke 
came 
when 
tne 
B ritish 
Legion, 
lo.ouo 
atrnng, 
a body of men recruited in Englaud, arrived lu 
Spam ana m arched against the Carusts. General 
Ram on Cabrera, another em inent leader, had suc­ 
ceeded Zum alacarregul in the command oi the 
Pnuce'B forces, and aUhongh the CarUsis contin­ 
ued a desultory w arfare lor nearly five years 
longer. It was a struggle against fate. The Chris- 
tinos were led by Espartero, then la tbe height of 
his m ilitary career. 
About tne beginning of the year 1837 Don Carlos, 
whose perpetual banishm ent from Spain had ueeu 
decreed by the Cortes in the previous year, re­ 
ceived tidings from Madrid Inlormlng him th at his 
presence in th a t city would be the signal for a 
rising in his favor. He immediately s e t out for 
I the canltal. He was welcomed on the Journey 
w ith m any m anifestations of enthusiastic affec- 
I tion by m e people, but the conUnued loyalty of 


1 M adrid to the Queen prevented the success of the 
' scheme. Dissensions among the m em bers of the 
expedtUon tended to dishearten the Prince and 
lie retraced his steps and marched to rejoin bis 
friends in the north. In 1839 he retired into 
F rance and in 1840 the war ended w ith the dis­ 
bandm ent of bis lurcea by Cabrera, Who fullowea 
bis I’riuce lino Frenen territory. ThU event as­ 
sured tne esrabitsnm ent ol Isabella's aailiority 
throughout Epaln. 
w ben Don Carlos retreated to Prance It was to 
become a captive. He surrendered to the French 
authorities a t Buyonne. 
By 
order 
ot Louts 
Philippe he w as subsequently 
transferred 
to 
Bourgea, where, ostensibly free, but in reality a 
prisoner, u nder the supervision of m e Governor of 
tb at city, he rem ained eight years, living In 
a 
palace, 
claim ing 
zo 
be 
the 
rlgotfai 
King 
01 
Spain 
and 
surronnded 
by 
his 
lamily 
and 
a 
select 
retinue, 
m aintaluuig 
the dignity and tbe etiquette oi the ancient Span­ 
ish Court. Daring this long interval he could have 
ended this enforced residence in Bourges by fore­ 
going bis claims to the th ro n e; but fur eight 
years he persisted In his pretensions to the crown 
of his fatner, Carlos IV. But lu 1845 he altered bis 
decision, an a in that year he formally renounced 
his rights in lavor oi tus eldest son, the Count of 
M ontemoun, also a Don Carlos, and, the French 
Conrt having g ran ted him permission, in 1848 re­ 
paired to England. Alter a year’s residence in 
London Don Carlos went to Trieste, the A ustrian 
governm ent having offered him a residence m 
m at city. 
Here he passed the rem aining years of 
nis m e in stric t seclusion. He died in 1866, leav- 
1D8 three sous—to wit, the Don C anos ju st m en­ 
tioned, Don Juau, tbe father of the Dou Carlos 
now wagiug war against the Serrano go v ern ­ 
m ent, and Dun Ferdinand. Don carlos was a m an 
01 m arked virtues and excellencies in p rivate me. 
As a husband and father no repruacn attached to 
him, and if he lacked th at sound judgm ent and 
those more robust qualities which nsake men con­ 
querors or dlificult ofrcual8taace^ tfie laci was hia 
m isiortune. 
The second Don Carlos, or, as his partisan.8 called 
him, Carlos VI., was born to an inheritance oi war. 
and his lortnnes and experiences were destinen, 
strangely enough, to be alm ost idenilcal with those 
o fh isfath er. 
He was tw cnty-eiglu years oi age 
when the elder Don Carlos resigned his rights Into 
his hands, and at about this tim e he fouud him- 
sell the central figure, witn hia cousin, m e young 
Queen IsaoeUa, tnen a little over sixteen years ol 
age, of a w eli-lnteuiloned conspiracy ol the trieuds 
01 peace In Spain to end by a m asterstroke of 
dlpu>macy the dispute between the rival houses. 
An effort, joined m by both parties, was made to 
bring about a m arriage betw een m e Prince and 
the Queen. 
Dou carlos was not averse to m is 
settlem ent of the difflcultles, and indeed he w ent 
so far in his wooing as to appeal, in 1846. to his 
friends lu Epata to aid him with tbe force of arm s 
to secure Isabella’s hand. But a strong influence 
at Court opposed tbe union and frustrated the 
hopes of peace. 
D isturbances foiioweo In tne 
Basque provinces, w'hich, however, were soon 
suppressed, and the rom antic episode ended in 
the m arriage of the Queen to her cousin, Dou 
Francisco do Asisse. 
In m e m eantim e Don Carlos, w ith an ultim ate 
view to another m ilitary attem p t to su b stan tiate 
nis claims, was not idle. 
In 184» the Basques rose 
against the Queen’s anthonty, General C abrera 
having again entered ispalu and assum ed com­ 
mand 01 the Uarlist forces. Don carlos disguised 
him self and attem pted to cross France in order 
to join his friends, but he was recognized and was 
arrested. He was seat to the castle of Perpignau 
and was for some days kept a prisoner there. The 
revolt was soon aitcrw.<ird8 quelled, leaving be­ 
hind U, however, the sm othered em bers of revo­ 
lution. which ere m any years should have passed 
away were again to break lorih into the flames ot 
war. 
The third Carllst struggle commenced in 1880. 
and the hopes ana determ ination oc Don Carlos 
and his partisans were pitched to as nigh a key 
as ever. Cniei among those who assu ted the p re­ 
ten d er In this last venture was General Ortega, 
com m ander or toe Spaniah lorces lu the Balearic 
fsic. This offloer espoused the Prince’s cause, 
and with 8,ouo men, whom he kept in igno­ 
rance of his intentiona and ms destination, he 
sailed irom Majorca lor Spam. 
On April 1, I860— 
om inous day—he landed 
his com m and at the 
m onth of the Ebrs River. 
Here he was joined by 
Don Carlos and his youngest brother. Don Ferdi­ 
nand, and the m arch was taken up. 
M urmurs 
were soon heard am ong the soldiers, who had be­ 
gun to grow im patient at the m ystery to at su r­ 
rounded th etr m ovem ents, and the final catas­ 
trophe overtook the rash attem p t wnen, O nega 
having confessed the truth to his men and called 
upon them to declare for Don Carlos, a general cry 
Ol “ Uve the Queen!” broke from his duped sol­ 
diers. Ortega was compelled to flee from the rage 
of his troops, and his Uie was preserved by the 
fleetness of his horse. 
But at a later d ate the un- 
loriunate officer leii into the bands of the Queen’s 
forces and was tried and executed for treason. 
Don Carlos and his brother were also made prison­ 
ers. 
Upon a renunciation of their claims to the 
throne they were teleased, ana after regaining 
their liberty they returned to Trieste, where both 
died, witboui issue, in the m onth of January, 1861. 
The death of Don Carloa w ithout Issue leit the 
second brother to inherit the traditional atrlfe tb at 
had been so long carried on. Don Juan, however, 
ap o eats to have been less anxious to flgot tor bis 
crow n than to make proclam ation» to hia p arti­ 
sans. 
or these he issued a g reat m any irom 
Trieste, which. sUhongb profuse ot promises 
of reiorm if he should be called to rule over 
Spain, did not produce any m araed effect on the 
Spanish people. 
Don Juan flnolly availed himeeu 
or the Spanish revolution ot 1868, which drove Isa­ 
bella from tho throne, to retire from all nretecoe 
of claiming the throne. 
His eldest son, Don Oar- 
lo s -th o present Don O arlos-D uke of Madrid, was 
a t this period tw enty years old, and, being a true 
soton of the old Catnollc stock, was ready and 
anxious to try once more w hat virtue lay in the 
■word. Under these clrcnm suncea Don Juan sol­ 
emnly relinquished his rights in favor of Don Car­ 
los, and tb at youthtni pretender made active prep­ 
arations, by intriguing with his partisans in Spain, 
to resum e the w ar a t the first lavorable oppor- 
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, native of Venice and whoee 
was s duchess of the Imperial family of 
was born March 80, 1848. 
Educated at 
n a n M ilitary Academy, be prepared him-

Dun Carlos, 
uaanU ng the nam e ol M arqats ot A lcanura, en- 
deavoied, wniie tne struggle was goiug on, to 
;he Tfrench iron- 
a A ustrian paas- 
p o rt; but this an d nis fnootmOo lalleu to save bim 
irom detection. Recognized by tne Frencb fron­ 
tier guards, he was put under arrest, and the 
authorities a t Pails were notified. By order of 
the Frencb governm ent de was afterw ards sen t 
under escort to .'iw uterland. 
In tue m eantim e, tne Bpanish Cortes had elected 
Amadens, oi Itaiy, King of bpaln, aud tne new 
m onarcn had accepted the crown on December 4. 
For more than a year Amadeos managed to maiu- 
tain peace in his dominluns, although the em is­ 
saries 01 Don Carlos were constantly at work en­ 
deavoring to incite tbe Biscayans ana tbelr neigh­ 
bors and allies to revolt. Finally came the elec­ 
tions to the Assembly of 1872, in which tbircy- 
eignt C arllst representatives were elected. The 
disturbances arising from these elections led 
eventnaliy to tbe second carllst rising of the last 
two years. Un April 8 Dou Carlos issued a proc­ 
lam ation calUug the Cariists to arms. He protested 
vigorously against tbe election^ denied tbe le- 
giiitty of tbe Assembly and of tbe governm ent of 
King Amadeus, aud declared th at theuceiurtb he 
would appeal to tne arbitram eut oi the sword lu 
the assertion of his rtguts. The elected C arllst 
Deputies declined to take their seats, aud through­ 
out Navarre, Guipúzcoa, Leon, Huesca and the 
other north ern provinces the C arlisu rose with 
cries ol “ Ftca Carlos y j I J ” The Biscayans rallied 
to the preten d er’s standard with their custom ary 
prom ptness and enthusiasm , and by tne beginuiug 
ol May tne Cariists num uered 16.Ü00 men, and of 
the lorty-nlne provinces of Spain twenty had pro- 
DouQced lor Don Carlos. 
The Chief command of th e C arlist (orces was 
im mediately conferred on General Diaz ae Rada, 
nd in a lew days Don Carlos nimseii, munagtng 
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to evade the surveillance of tne French gendarm es, 
crossed the iron Her into Spain on May 2. 
He was 
received by General Rada as soon as he had 
crossed the line, and was everyw here proclaimed 
King or Spain by his enthusiaatlc aud delighted 
partisans. 
While tho Basques were thus arming, how­ 
ever, King Amadeus had displayed equal vigor In 
preparing to crusu tue new m surrecti m. Serrano 
was Uespaiched to the scene oi the rising with 
20,000 men. and on May 6 the Carlisis, surprised 
by Geuerul Morlones, com m anding the King’s 
troops, were routed at a place called oroquista. 
NotUiug now rem ained to Don Carlos but again to 
seek saiety in flight. Closely pursued ne fled to 
the French iron tier, crossed It and thus suc­ 
ceeded tu m aking hia escape, accompanied by a 
lew personal attendants. As for the chleig or the 
lusurrectlon, availing them selves of the King’s 
c.emency, tney signed a treaty, not long alter, 
w ith Marshal Serrano, whereby me majority of the 
C arusts surrendered tbelr arm s on a promise ot 
a lull am nesty lor past offences.

ilian rests m hia presence either in camp or m 
m s m onntaln hut. as m e case may be, there was 
little difficulty In garnering them once more under 
m e p retender’s flag at the auspicious m om ent lor 
another insurrection, which occurred in tne first 
days of 1873. 
When the cu rren t w ar began Don Alfonso, 
brom er of Don carlos, was general-ín-cm et of the 
cariists. General Rada haviug resigned. In a short 
tim e 16,000 m en were enrolled In the ranks 
of tbe m surreutionists. 
In the m onth of May 
U >n Carlos joined his liegemen lo Navarre, where 
he found an arm y ot devoted loiluwers, who swore 
to die in his defence. 
Their natural attachm eui 
to the cariist cause was lanned into a lanatlcal 
devotion by the appeals of ih eir priests, and the 
Biscayan m ouutalneers entered w ith a terrible 
earnestness into the war. 
in the beginning 
they 
were 
destined 
to 
undergo 
g reat 
sufferings 
from 
various 
causes. 
from 
m e lack of arm s as well as of supplies. Often 
w ithout shoes and suitable clothing, they w ere 
unprepared in every respect to carry on such a 
w ar as m is has proved to do. Especially were 
they w anting in artillery, although lately, as has 
been shown In the H rk a ld ’s correspondence from 
the scene ot war, they have established a soell 
lactory a t Vera, in the Pyrenees, about ten miles 
from tne Frenen frontier, where shells for the flitj 
or sixty cannon which co n stan te Don Carlos’ ar­ 
tillery are made. At the sam e um e fuses and per- 
cussiona are m annfactured at Aspatia, where the 
Cariists, within a lew m onths past, nave estab ­ 
lished a cannon fonndry. 
In their lack of o ther m ilitary equipm ents the 
C ariists made up lor their weakness oy m eir valor­ 
eas use or the bayonet—their m ost effective arm — 
lu battle. They possessed, and still possess, g reat 
advantages over tnelr enem ies m this, that they 
were fam iliar with all the defiles of their m onn- 
tainons country; th at they were of frugal ana

POLYNESIAH MASSACEES. 


Stdnkt, N. 8. W„ Sept. 27, 1874. 
Checked lor a tim e by tbe presence of the a n . 
m eroua fleet now m aintained in tbe South Pacific 
by the B rliish governm ent. K anaka m assacres 
have commenced again a t Apll. The natives of 
thU island have ever been looked upon as among 
the m ost treacherons In Polynesia, as well as 
being tho m ost irreclaim able cannibals. News 
has recentlT been received th at early In July tbe 
trading schooner Zephyr, of Sydney, called off the 
island lor snppllcs, and sen t her boat ashore In 
charge ol tbe m ate and the captain’s son, ay o n n g 
m an of eighteen. As they did not retu rn In due 
course, the schooner stood cloaer in, and a second 
boat’s crew, weU arm ed, w ent through the reef in 
search of their m issing companions. The mace’s 
boat was fonnd sm ashed and sank close to the 
beach, where there were Indications of a desper­ 
ate struggle, but no sign of the missing men. 
That night the agonized fatner heard the natives 
engaged In the orgies peculiar to their cannibal 
feasts, without the pow er lo rescue the victims, 
either dead or 
aiive. 
Next day he lell in 
with the trad er Loeha, and the two vessels, 
returning to the scene of tne m urders, sent five 
armed boats ashore. 
Tne natives m ustered In 
lorce, armed with poisoned arrow s, trade m nskeis, 
Ac., with which they ineffectually endeavored to 
prevent a landing. 
U sptam Dawson, determ ined 
to know the late of his son at any cost, drove them 
back with severe losses, and captured tbe village 
only to discover the m erest traces of their horrible 
least. Emboldened by w hat they thought a check 
to tbelr assailants, tne natives, who bad retreated 
into the Burrounding scrub, resum ed firing, which 
was briskly returned b» one portion of the boats’ 
crews, while the o ther bnrneci down every hut in 
tne place, and retu rn ed to th eir vessels. This 
might have satisfied the K anakas; but not so, lor 
just three weeks later the French schooner Reine 
Hortense, having caUed a t the island to buy yams, 
was attacked by these Insatiable w retches and hud 
her m ate aud a seam an killed.

A m eeting of tbe Amertcan Mecrologloal Society 
was held yesterday afteruoon In the room s of th e 
Auierloan Institute, Cooper Union. 
Dr. B arnard, 
of Ooiumbla College, presided, and a num ber of 
our leading scientists were present.

or the society are as follows:—

because some wrong is not remedied or 
some ring broken up as Mon as it is discov­ 
ered. 
Well, Tuesday showed once more, as many 
previous November Tuesdays have shown, 
that the patience of the American people is 
the patience not of dull or weak sluggards but 
of giantx They bear long with misgovemmeat 
because they feel themselves strong. They 
are generous masters, but it is because 
they know themselves to be masterx 
They 
give their trust slowly to new policies or new 
party leaders; but also they witlidraw it 
slowly. They are long-suffering, ready to for­ 
give much to their servants, generous to make 
allowance for inexperience, not qniok to pun­ 
ish blunders or waste, if bnly they believe the 
motive honest.
